1. BEIRUT'S INDEPENDENT DAILY AN NAHAR CARRIED FRONT-PAGE 
EXCLUSIVE DEC 4 GIVING WHAT ITU ALGIERS CORRESPONDENT VOWED 
IS FULL TEXT OF SECRET RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED AT ACAB SUMMIT 

CONFERENCE LAST WEEK. SUMMARY OF RESOLUTIONS PHOTOGRAPHED 
FIRST PAGE OF WHICH BORE "TOP SECRET" LABEL, IS AS FOLLOWS: 
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2 OCCUPIED TERROTORIES AND PALESTINIAN RIGHTS: ARAB LEADERS 
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DECLARED FOLLOWING IMMEDIATE GOALS RE ME CONFLICT: (A) "COMPLETE 
LIBERATION OF ALL ARAB TERRITORY OCCUPIED IN JUNE 1967..." WITH NO 
INFRINGEMENT OF SOVEREIGNTY OVER THEM;(B) "LIBERATION OF ARAB 
JERUSALEM AND NO INFRINGEMENT OF FULL ARAB SOVEREIGNTY OVER HOLY 
CITY”; (C) "RECOVERY OF NATIONAL RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE AS 
DECIDED BY PLO IN ITS CAPACITY AS SOLE REP OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE" 
(RESERVATIONS VOICED BY JORDANIAN DEL ON THIS TOPIC WERE INCLUDED 
IN BRACKETS); AND (D) "PALESTINE QUESTION INVOLVES ALL EPFBS, AND

STRUGGLE FOR FULFILLMENT OF JUST ARAB OBJECTIVES" NOTED ABOVE; (B) 
"PROVIDE ALL MILITARY AND FINANCIAL SUPPORT TO EGYPTIAN AND SYRIAN

COUNCIL TO PLAN FULFILLMENT OF THIS GOAL"; (B) CONTINUE USE OIL AS 
WEAPON IN BATTLE IN LIGHT OF RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY ARAB OIL 
MINISTERS, AND TO LINK LIFTING OIL EMBARGO TO COMMITMENT BY AF-
